Target Deadline Rapidly Presses 
For JC District Expansion Plans 


Deadline time is rapidly ap- 
proaching the proposed enlarge- 
ment of the Santa Ana Junior 
College District to encompass 


_ Garden Grove and Orange. 


“A tentative date of July 1, 
1968 has been suggested as a 
target to commence operations,” 
Ernest Norton, assistant county 
superintendent of schools stat- 
ed. “This means that final elec- 
tions must be held by this Dec- 
ember.” 

Norton has been charged with 
drawing up the initial plan by 
June 1 for presentation to the 
various boards of education for 
their discussion and approval. 

Before the established dead- 
line the timetable must proceed 
through the following steps: 

1 — Norton’s basic studies 
must be in the board’s hands 
shortly after June 1. 

2 — The boards must act on 
the plans and have them back to 
organization committee in time 
for the committee to present 
them for approval at the State 
Board of Education’s July 13-14 
session in San Francisco. 


38 — If the State Board of 
Education approves the merger 
then a special election, possibly 
on October 5 must be set for vot- 
ers to approve an interim junior 
college district for Orange and 
Garden Grove. 

At the same election voters 
will be asked to approve a $4.7 
million bond issue to give the in- 
terim district the funds to enter 
the SAC district. 


4 — Then, in December a final 
election must be held in combined 
Santa: Ana-Orange-Garden Grove 
area to bring the interim district 
composed of Garden Grove and 
Orange into a merger with the 
proposed larger district. 

Voters in Garden Grove and 
Orange turned down a bid to 
merge with the. Orange Coast 
Junior College District in Jan- 
uary, 1966. :

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Crain Urges 


New Vets-- 
Get Certif’s 


It’s a grin and bear it situa- 
tion for school-bound vets who 
forget to turn in certificates of 
eligibility for benefits under the 
Cold War Bill. 


SAC Veterans Counselor Er- 
nest Crain announced this week, 
that unless Vets report to his of- 
fice immediately after enroll- 
ment, benefits up to $150 a 
month may go begging. 


New veterans have been urged 
by Crain to submit certificates of 
eligibility if anticipating summer 
enrollment, Veterans already cov- 
ered by the Bill are then under 
obligation to report to his office 
at the beginning of each semes- 
ter to continue benefits. 


“The certificates of eligibility 
qualify you to draw benefits . .. 
like a blank check for up to $150 
a month. Applications may be ob- 
tained in my office,” Crain said. 
In order to qualify, new vets 
must bring separation papers 
(DD214). 


“Tf you have any dependents, 
to gain extra benefits, bring 
proof of dependency (marriage 
and birth certificates). Benefits 
for’summer school are determin- 
ed by class sessions per week 
(for example, a three unit class 
meeting two hours a day equals 
six class sessions). To gain half 
pay, Vets must attend seven ses- 
sions, 10 sessions for three quar- 
ter pay and 14 sessions for full 
pay. Benefit payments may be 
the same im any semester,” he 
added. 


Amount of benefit payments 
is gowermed by class load and 
mumber of dependents. Only with 
dependents can a Veit secure the 
makmeum $150 per month.

INAUGURATED 1868 


Memorial Day, inaugurated in 
1868 for the purpose of decor- 
ating the graves of those who 
died in the Civil War, has be- 
come a day of paying tribute to 
all of America’s war-dead. It is 
a living monument, one of many 
which have been erected and 
dedicated to our fighting men 
throughout the short span of this 
nation’s history. 


There are other monuments to 
our fighting men which should 
also be thought of on this day. 


Three of them are in Arling- 
ton National Cemetery. The 
tombs of the Unknown Soldiers 


War Dead 
Recognized 


Twenty-four years ago, Santa 
Ana College dedicated two mas3- 
sive plagues te the men and wo- 
men who attended SAC and later 
died in World War II... next 
week the tradition wil] be carried 
a step further. 


Associated Student President 
Randy Smith yesterday announc- 
ed the arrival of a plaque that 
will bring up to date the com- 
memoration of SAC students who 
have died in any conflict the 
United Staten engages in. The 
newer plaque differs in that the 
names of the war dead will not 
be listed, 


“There was an attempt to 
place all the names of those kill- 
ed in action on the plaq- 
ues now in the cafeteria, but it 
was found virtually impossible to 
get their names. So they (the 
Senate) thought one plaque dedi- 
cated to all who died would be 
fitting. 


“During the war, it was very 
easy to obtain the names of those 
killed in action, but now, sinee ft 
is officially peacetime, there is 
no way to obtain the names,” he 
said.

The tribute paid to each is a 
tribute to every man who died 
unnamed with no loved ones to 
decorate his final resting place. 


ANOTHER SHRINE 

Halfway around the world, 
stands another shrine dedicated 
to America’s fighting men. 

The site is a small atoll called 
Iwo Jima; an island only eight 
miles square, but the scene of 
one of the bloodiest and most 
costly battles in the history of 
the United States. 


SAC MEMORIAL 

There are many more such 
memorials which are known to 
every American. Who among us 
does not know of the cemetery at 
Gettysburg, the’ graveyard called 
Flanders Field, or the U.S.S. Ari- 
zona Memorial in Pearl Harbor, 
to cite only a few? 

But very few, other than‘those 
who have attended Santa Ana 
College, know of the memorial 
which exists here. 

It is a simple plaque inscribed 
with their names; not a large 
monument, physically, but it says 
as well as the greatest of man- 
made shrines, to those who at- 
tended SAC and went on to die 
for their country, ‘‘You are re- 
membered gratefully.”
